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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1) Applicant's election without traverse of species 1 in Paper No. 5 is 
acknowledged. 

2) Claims 6, 21-22, 25-26, 32, 35-40, 44-46 and 52 are withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, 
there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse 
in Paper No. 5. 

3) Applicant is advised to refer to section 809.02(a) of the MPEP for an explanation 
of the following election of sub-species presented below. There are a numerous number 
of sub-species claimed in the instant application. Examination of the claims in their 
entirety would create a burdensome search for the examiner.
